1. (1) The rules may be called Dadra and Nagar 

Haveli Registration of Births and Deaths Rules, 
1971. 

(2) These rules extend to whole of the Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(3) These rules shall come into force with imme- 
diate effect. 

Definitions : 

2. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires — 

(a) “Act” means the Registration of Births and 
Death Act, 1969: 

(b) “Foim” means a Form appended to these rules; 
and 

(c) Section" means a section of the Act. 

Period of gestation under section 2(1) (g) : 

3. The period of gestation for the purposes of 
clause (g) of sub-section (1) of section 2 shall be 
twenty-eight weeks. 

Submission of report under section 4(4) : 

4. The report under sub-section (4) of section 4 shall 
be prepared in Form No. 1 and shall be submitted along- 
with the statistical report referred to in sub-section (2) 
of section 19, to the Administrator by the Chief Regis- 
trar every year by the 31st July of the year following the 
year to which the report relates 

Form, etc. for giving information of birth <4 deaths under 
sections 8 and 9 : 

5. (1) The information required to be given to the 
Registrar under section 8 or, as the case may be, sec- 
tion 9, shall, if given in writing, be in Form Nos. 2, 3 
and 4 for the registration of a birth, still birth and death 
respectively, and if given orally, mention the several par- 
ticulars in the relevant Form 

(2) The information referred to in sub-rale (1) shall 
be given — 

(i) Within fourteen days from the date of birth or 
still birth; and 

(ii) within seven days from the date of death. 

Birth or death in a vehicle under section 8(1) f/) : 

6. ( I ) In respect of a birth or death in a moving 
vehicle, the person incharge of the vehicle shall give or 
cause to be given the information under sub-section (1) 
of section 8 at the first place of halt 

Explanation : — For the purpose ot this rule, the term 
"vehicle” means conveyance of any kind used on land, 
air or water and includes an aircraft, a boat, a ship, a 
railway carriage, a motor-car, a motor-cycle, a cart, a 
tonga and a rickshaw. 

6. (2) (i) In the case of deaths (not falling under 
clauses (a) to (e) of sub-section (1) of section 8, in

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which an inquest is held, the officer who conducts the 
inquest shall give or cause to be given the information 
under sub-section (1) of section 8. 

6. (?)(ii) In respect of a birth or death (not falling 
under clauses (a) to (e) of sub-section (1) of section 8, 
the owner of the place or person managing the place 
shall give or cause to be given the information under 
sub-section (1) of section 8. 

Time and Form for notifying information under section 
10 ( 1 ) : 

7. ( 1 ) Every person required to notify a birth, stilt 
birth or death under section 10 shall give information 
thereof to the Registrar in Form Nos. 5, 6 or 7, as the 
case may be. 

(2) Such information shall be given— 

(i) within fourteen days from the date of birth or 
still birth; and 

(ii) within seven days from the date of death. 
Form of certificate under section 10(3) ; 

8. The certificate us to I he cause of death tequired 
under sub-section (3) of section 10 shall be issued in 
Form No. 8 and the Registrar shall, after making neces- 
sary entries in the register of births and deaths, forward 
all such certificates to the Chief Registrar or the District 
Registrar by the 10th of the month immediately follow- 
ing the month to which the certificates relate. 

Extracts of registration entries to be given under sec- 
tion 12 : 

9. The extracts of particulars from the register relat- 
ing to births or deaths to be given to an informant under 
section 12 shall be in Form No. 9 or Form No. 10, as 
the case may be. 

Authority for delayed registration and fee payable thereof 
under section 13 : 

10. ( 1 ) Any birth or death of which information is 
given to the Registrar after the expiry of the period spe- 
cified in rule 5, but within thirty days of its occurrence, 
shall be registered on payment of a late fee of rupee one. 

(2) Any birth or death of which information is given 
to the Registrar after thirty days, but within one year 
of its occurrence, shall be registered only with the written 
permission of the District Registrar and on payment of 
a late fee of rupees thtec and on — production of an 
affidavit made before a notary public or any other officer 
authorised in this behalf, 


the District Registrar for making the necessary 
entry on payment of a late fee of rupees two. 

(2) The parent or the guardian as the case may be 
shall also present to the Registrar the copy of the extract 
given to him under section 12 or a certified extract issued 
to him under section 17, and on such presentation the 
Registrar shall make the necessary endorsement relating 
to the name Of the child or take action as laid down in 
clause (b) of the proviso to sub-rule (1). 

Coirertiori or ((mediation of entry In the register of 
bit t Its and deaths under section 15 : 

12 (1) It it is reported to the Registrar that a clerical 
or formal error has been made in the register or if such 
error is otherwise noticed by him and if the register is 
in his possession, the Registrar shall enquire into the 
matter and if he is satisfied that any such eifor has been 
made, he shall correct the error (by correcting or can- 
celling the entry) as provided in section 15 and shall 
send an extract of the entry showing the erlror and how 
it has been corrected to the District Registrar. 

(2) In the case referred to in sub-rule (1) if the 
register is not in his possession, the Registrar shall make 
a report to the District Registrar and call for relevant 
register and after enquiring into the matter, if he is 
satisfied that any such efror has been made, make the 
necessary correction. 

(3) Any such correction as mentioned in sub-rule (2) 
shall be countersigned by the District Registrar when the 
register is received from the Registrar. 

(4) If any person asserts that any entry in the regis- 
ter of births and deaths is erroneous in substance, the 
Registrar may correct the entry in the matter prescribed 
under section 15 upon production by that person a dec- 
laration setting forth the nature of the error and true 
facts of the case made by two credible persons having 
knowledge of the facts of the case. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rule (1) and sub-rule (4) the Registrar shall make report 
of any correction of the kind referred to therein giving 
necessary details to the District Registrar. 

(6) If it is proved to the satisfaction of the Registrar 
that anv entry' in the register of births and deaths has 
been fraudulently or improperly made, he shall make a 
report giving necessary details to the officer authorised 
by the Chief Registrar by general or special orders in 
l his behalf under section 25 and on hearing from him 
lake necessary action in the matter. 


(3) Any birth or death which has not been registered 
within one year, of its occurrence, shall be registered 
only on an order of a Magistrate of the first class or a 
Presidency Magistrate and on payment of a late fee of 
rupees five. 

Period tor the purpose of section 14 : 

11. (1) Where the birth of any child had been regis- 
tered without a name, the parent or guardian of such 
child shall within 12 months from the date of registra- 
tion of the birth of child, give information regarding the 
name of the child to the Registrar either orally or in 
writing. 

Provided that if any such information is given after 
the period of 12 months, subject to the provisions of 
sub-section (4) of section 23, the Registraf shall,
